a million dollars, took lire last night at S 
o'clock. The north wing, occupied by 
nudes, was totally destroyed. Tlio re- 
mainder of the building was badly dam- 
aged. The loss will be 8100,0(11), and no 
insurance. 


The first report was that from 100 to 


-01) inmates 
purishoil in 
the 
Humes. 


Later reports put the number at from 4(1 
to 50, but the latest investigation shows 
that not more than live or six are miss- 
ing. There was great excitement among 
tho live hundred p:.ior creatures in their 
night clothes, and running about in the 
most frantic manner on the open prairie. 
Nearly all were taken to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis .to-day. 


The origin of the lire is still unknown. 


The asylum was ten years in building, 
and was completed three years^ago.

to-night. Tho dreadful news that the 
main hospital for the insane was on lire 
was communicated by telephone to Mr. 
.Dryer, at Dr. James', at the temporary 
hospital here in the city about halt-past 
S o'clock this evening. Kverybody was 
appalled at the prospect of our 500 pa- 
tients being turned out o[ iloors during 
such a terrible night as this; but as dis- 
agreeable as was the prospect of going 
more than a mile across the bleak prairie 
and lacing the cutting wind, our people 
responded promptly anil nobly. 
Many 


made the trip on foot, but a large number 
of 
wagons, sleighs, and buggies trere 


soon on the road. 
Wild rumors of loss 


of life reached town, and reports were 
very conllicting. In the course of an 
hour the »ky in the direction of tho hos- 
pital was lighted up. Dense volumes of 
smoke rose over the scene, and were car- 
ried by the gale across the river. We 
knew then that the probabilities were 
strung that, the whole of the costly struc- 
ture, costing half a million of dollars, 
would bo destroyed. 


Upon arriving at. the scene of the con- 


llagration the sight was grand. The 
whole of the northern part of the vast 
striict.mv, with its hundreds of windows, 
was one great tlame. 


We endeavored to gain some particu- 


lars, but. in the great confusion it was 


| difficult to learn anything definite. We 


found, however, that the fire origi- 
nated in the 
northwest 
corner of 


the 
basement 
of the north 
wing, 


-I 
r, and that about the same time, or soon 


promotion of Judge 
after, tlievo was a tire in the basement of 


- 
the adjoining section. No tire is in that 
part of the building, and so far as in now 
known the origin of the fire is a profound 
mystery. 


The officers and attendants of the Hos- 


pital, upon the first discovery of the lire, 
extended the hose through that part of 
the building. Every effort was made, 
but, although the (lames wore somewhat 
checked, they could not be stopped. As 
soon as it was found that the fire was 
likely to prove serious, Dr. Bartlett, Su- 
perintendent, gave orders to have all the 
patients released and cared for as well as 
it was possible to do; but before the lire 
was discovered one or two of the halls 
hail become choked with smoke, and it 
was impossible to release all the patients. 
No one knows how [many perished, but 
quite a number must have been burned 
alive. Some say there were fifty while 
lathers say they only knew one, and still 
others say they knew of four or five who 
did not escape. I fear the number ii 
quite large, but would not venture an 
estimate, because not even the officers 
know. It will bo difficult to tell for 
a une days, perhaps, because some of the 
p itients, taking advantage of the con- 
fusion, probably ran away, while others 


wandered oil' aimlosslv, anil it; will no. 
lie surprising if some have perished with 
the cold. 


The most of them were taken to the 
i 


large barn, the granary, and the root eel- ! 
lar, and fortunately there, was time to 
carry out most of the, bedding, blankets, 
clothing, etc. The court house and large 
public school building wore opened, ami 
men and teams were busy for hours 
bringing them clown. 


At the present writing it is beliovcel 


that about all the patients are housed 
and cared for. 


The company kept up steatlv work, 


and retreated as the lire advanced, but

structure is saved, and the walls of tlio 
burned parts may not bo ruined,—pos- 
sible not be greatly damaged. The loss

the S:iu 1'i'ancisco Chronicle, is no small 
Hem in the commercial world. 
After 


an interview with six leading florists and 
a comparison of opinions, it would seem 
that in San Francisco the sales made at 
the lloral depots and b}' the street vend- 
ers, at the nurseries and in the public 
markets, 
vegetable shops and fruit 


stands, amount annually to 8150,000. 
There are at present in San Francisco 
over three hundred persons engaged in 
cultivating, -arranging and selling flow- 
ers, and there are three firms who are 
engaged in nothing else but making 
wire designs for the florists:. 
These de- 


signs consist of horseshoes, marriage 
bells, harps, hearts, crosses, pillows, 
pillars, columns, monuments, locomo- 
tives, ships, horns of plenty, stars, 
doves, butterflies, anchors, lettering— 
and almost everything else that can be 
imagined. 
" You must make an immense profit 


on your sales," said the reporter to one 
florist. 


"Not so much as one would imagine," 


answered the llorist, and picking up a 
bouquet he pointed to it, saying: " This 
is sold for §40, but the paper holder on 
it, is worth SS alone. 
Hesides there is 


the most, for which wo pay about §50 u 
year. Then there is the iinfoil, which 
costs us $10 or §12 per annum, and oil- 
cloth for lining amounts to nearly $;!(). 
Then there is the wire for wrapping, 
say S10.
